ly announced that two new depart- 
ment heads have been selected. 

Gerald R, McDaniel will serve 
as chairman of the department 
of government and police science 
for a three-year period beginning 
July 1 and George S. Herrington 
will take charge of the department 
of sociology for the academic 
year 1967-68. 

McDaniel, the newly appointed 
37 year old head of the department 
of government and police science, 
was originally from Kansas City, 
Missouri. After taking his under- 
graduate training at Central 
Missouri State College he 
received his Bachelor of Science 
degree in education. He went on 
to get his masters degree in 
political science at the University 
of Missouri and his PhD also in 
political science at the University 
of California at Berkeley. 

During the Korean War, 
McDaniel was __ stationed § in 
Germany. “It was there that I 
developed a_ fascination for 
European government,’’ he said. 
After his discharge from the 
Army, he pursued his new 
interest by attending the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen for a 
year, returning again from 1959 
to 1960, to study political science, 
specifically Scandanavian poli- 
tics. 

In 1961 McDaniel came toSSC 
to work as a“‘one year’’ replace- 
ment and he has been here ever 
since. For the last 2 years, he 
has been the assistant division 
chairman in social science. 

Besides his teaching ad- 
ministrative duties, McDaniel 
has been a member of the 
educational policies committee 
at SSC. He works on a part- 
time basis as the academic 
co-ordinator of the Legislative 
internship Program, a post for 
which he was chosen by officials 
at Berkeley, He is alsoa member 
of the legislative liason com- 
mittee of the statewide Faculty 
Academic Senate, the all-state 
body composed of faculty 
representatives from all the state 
colleges who gather periodically 
to serve as an official voice 
of the faculties to the Board af 
Trustees, 

Of primary importance to 
the department of government 
and police science in the near 
future will be ‘‘adding new faculty 
members and increasing the pro- 
gram,’’ McDaniel explained. He 
went on to say that there will be 
an effort to enlarge the duties 
of the department and it’s ad- 
ministrative affairs will be 
becoming more autonomous with 
the new ‘‘school’’ syster. ‘We 
will strive to have a continual 
curriculum review as we try 
to broaden the scope of the de- 
partment and attempt to offer as 
great a variety of courses as 
possible,’’ he concluded. 

McDaniel will be taking the 
place of Christian L. Larsen 





who will be returning to SSC 
next year to teach full time. 

Herrington, who has been ap- 
pointed to take charge of the 
department of sociology, was 
originally from Chicago. He re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Arts 
degree in Social Science from 
Northern Illinois State Teacher’s 
College. His masters degree in 
history was obtained from Co- 
lumbia University and he 
received his Dr. of Education 
degree in Educational Sociology 
at Stanford. He went on for post 
doctoral study in sociology and 
anthropology from 1961 to 1962 
at a schooi of economics. 

The 58 year old Herrington 
lives within walking distance of 
the college. He has been teaching 
here since 1950 although he came 
to California about 1940, From 
1961 to 1962 he traveled to 
England on sabbatical during 
which time he studied in the Lon- 
don School of Economics and 
Political Science at the Un- 
iversity of London. 

Herrington’s teaching spe- 
cialty lies in pure sociology with 
special interest in marriage, the 
family and small groups, 

As head of the sociology de- 
partment, Herrington stated that 
he will be ‘‘going ahead with the 
same development program”’ that 
has been employed in the past. 
Specifically, he expressed hope 
that the masters degree program 
would progress and become more 
thoroughly developed.

‘In the classical production 
we are trying to do a defini- 
tive version of ‘‘Oedipus Rex’’ 
as it may have been done in 
Athens in the year 300 B,C.,” 
said Larson, 

As a result of the intensive 
research done by director- 
choreographer Larson, _ set 
designer Dean Busick, and cos- 
tume designer Shirley O’Donnol, 
SSC’s_ production will include 
these elements of the original 
tragedy by Sophocles: (1) The 
authentic temple hut; (2) the round 
orchestra; (3) side entrances for 
the chorus and (4) heavy, larger- 
than-life-size masks for the 
principal actors, 

‘*We discovered,”’ said Lar- 
son, ‘‘that wearing masks, heavy 
and larger-than-life-size, made 
the actors move more slowly than 
in real life, The smallest nod, 
while the actor is wearing the 
mask, creates a reaction.”’ 

Larson added that all gestures 
were deliberately larger -than- 
life-size, He said the voluminous 
costumes wiil be padded to make 
the bodies of the actors look 
bulky enough to go with the heavy 
masks, 

Larson said that ‘‘unison 
speaking’’ could be the most dif- 
ficult task facing the director 
of an authentic Greek play, Unison 
speaking means that the chorus 
is speaking with one voice, Weeks 
of intensive rehearsal have gone 
into this one element, but the 
work is beginning to pay off, 

“One of the more difficult 
elements to achieve was the 
symetrical choreography for 
the Greek chorus,” the direct- 
or-choreographer said, ‘‘The

incorrect. The figures first ob- 
tained stated that there were only 
15 majors in the department of 
education. This figure, however, 
was only the number of students 
majoring in foundations of 
education. A reinvestigation of 
the actual figures revealed that 
there are a total of 438 ecucation 
majors. 

In order to compensate for 
the original unbalanced ap- 
portionment, one of the two 
representatives has been el- 
iminated from the division of 
business administration and the 
division of education will be given 
one representative instead. 

The action will create a 
new office to be filled in the 
coming April 26 and 27 elections. 
The requirements for this new 
office are the same as those 
for other representative posts. 
The candidate must be a full-time 
student at SSC, carrying 12 units 
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or more and be a major in the 
department he will be repre- 
senting. He must have completed 
at least 30 hours of college or 
university credit with at least 
one full semester completed at 
SSC immediately prior to this 
one. Finally, he must have 
achieved and will maintain 
throughout his term an over-all 
2.00 grade point average. 

The new figures quoted during 
last Tuesday’s BOD meeting re- 
vealed the following totals of 
students in each department: 
Physical Education — 457, Arts 
and Sciences — 5439, Social 
Welfare — 518, English — 520, 
Undeclared majors — 1675, Ed- 
ucation — 438, Business 
Administration — 1476. 

Under the new apportionment, 
arts and sciences will receive 
6 representatives and all other 
divisions will receive one each 
with a total of 12 representatives 
in all.

There certainly is no lack of soccer teams among schools in 

other parts of the state, 


FWC 


In fact, every Far Western Conference college supports a soccer 
team with the exception of SSC and Humboldt State. The Arcatans are 
currently in the process of improving that situation, 

Soccer is not an expensive sport. 

Uniforms are minimal — no padding is used, And the field 
and necessary equipment already exist — the only hurdle would be the 
arrangements for charging admission, 


PROFITABLE 


The support of a soccer team could be a profitable investment 
for the administration. 

As Sacramento Union sports editor Bill Conlin recently pointed 
out, a pro football team will likely train on our campus this summer, 
for two reasons — suitable climate and suitable facilities. 

With two pro soccer teams coming to the bay area — the Calif- 
ornia Clippers and the San Francisco Gaels, this campus could be just 
as ideal as a soccer training site, and potentially just as profitable, 

If you’re unfamiliar with the sport, then take a look this Sunday 
as CBS-TV broadcasts a National Professional Soccer League contest. 
The network will be broadcasting a soccer game once a week... 

The excitement of soccer lies not only in the goals scored, 
but in the near-misses, great saves, professional foot and headwork,

Capital Punishment 


This week the first execution by the state of California since 
January, 1963, occured 


Immediately, cries went up in protest. Again, the argument 
against Capital punisnment sprang up inevery possible context 
The Supreme Court of the United States was blamed. The Calif 
ornia Supreme Court lay prey to the claws of those protesting 
the execution of cianide. Governor Reagan was also blamed 
Everyone fell prey to criticism except. -except the victim him 
self 

We are a Controlled society. That is to say, we operate under 


a Code, that we, ourselves, have established for our own pro 
tection. When one knowingly and willfully goes against that 
code, he must expect to receive due punishment for his c éme 

In the case of Aaron Mitchell, who paid with his life for hav 
ing killed Sacramento policeman Arnold Gamble in 1963. not 
many citizens became vehemently concermed over tiis life until 
the last 18 hours. As in so many cases in the past several 
years, people expected the courts or the governor to grant a 
last minute repreive or clemency. But when that so-called 
“eleventh-hour’’ stay of execution failed to materialize this 
time peopic became frantic. The law they had created and fes- 
tered 4S a protective device, they now claimed had grown into a 
monster. It was no longer called a form of justice, but became 
known as ““gross injustice.”’ 

This ““injustice’’ (if it must be called that) is not the fault 
of any one individus!. Just because Governor Reagan could 
have legally stayed the execution on Wednesday, doesn’t mean 
that he SHOULD have. When laws are enacted for the welfare of 
society at large, then why should one individual be able to 
challenge the law of the majority and declare it void? 

But until some form of legislation declares that ruling, in- 
deed, void, then those who violate the state’s code must real 
1ze that the punishment prescribed by law must continue to be 
carried out and that justice has not been thwarted merely be- 
Cause it may seem offensive to some. 

One-half hour after Mitchel! entered the death chamber, law 
makers in Sacramento were officially and seriously questioning 
the death penalty. They questioned, instead, whether it should 
be revised or not. Thus, when Mitchel! died he did so under full 
guardianship of the laws of California

According to Dersett, students 
are welcome and urged to attend 
the forum, which will be report- 
ed in the Hornet in place of 
candidates’ platforms.

Other dates for candidates 
and students to keep in mind: 

April 17 at 4 p.m. in the 
Student Lounge the AS Constitu- 
tion Test will be given.

April 19 is the last date to 
file an application of candidacy, 
according to Elections Co- 
ordinator Nadine Weinburg. Ap- 
plications are available in the 
Student Activites Office, Admin- 
istration 27% and in the Student 
Lounge. 

Candidates must also file a 
petition signed by one per cent 
of their potential constituents, 
or by ten potential constituents, 
whichever is greater. 

The election will be held April 
26 and 27. 

Offices to be filled include 
AS President and Vice President, 
Student Senate (Board of 
Directors) Chairman and 12 rep- 
resentatives to the Senate. 

The 12 Senate representatives 
include six arts and sciences rep- 
resentatives to be elected at 
large, two business administra- 
tion representatives, one engin- 


eering representative, one social 
welfare representative, one 
health and physical education 
representative and one represen- 
tative on behalf of nursing, edu- 
cation and undeclared majors. 

Candidates for President and 
Vice President must be full-time 
students who have completed at 
least 60 units and who have main- 
tained an overall grade point 
average of 2.5. 

Candidates for these chief of- 
fices of the executive branch must 
run as a ticket. 

Candidates for Student Senate 
Chairman will run at large. They 
must have completed at least 45 
units of college work by the time 
they assume office and must have 
maintained a 2.0 grade point 
average, and must be full-time 
students of the college. 

All candidates must have com- 
pleted at least one full semester 
of college work at SSC immedi- 
ately prior to candidacy. 


Foreign Student 
Wins Scholarshp; 
Gees For Masters 


Orayb J. Hammad, a gradu- 
ate home economist from Jeru- 
salem, Jordan, will he able to 
complete her master’s degree at 
SSC this summer with the aid of 
a grant from the California Home 
Economics Association. 


As a graduate student at age
